The meeting was called to order at 6:00 pm.

The Pledge of Allegiance was led by Mayor Moser.

Roll Call: Judith Davis, Ron Brown and Mayor Moser were present. Robert Campbell
participated by telephone.

Trevor arrived at 6:08 pm.
Public Comments

Louie Ford asked for the cost of the Gateway Project, what the payments would be, and if it was
in the budget.

Mayor Moser told him he could get that specific information from Nathan Bronemann when the
office was open.

Louie Ford then became agitated over his resignation, approached the Mayor and accused Mayor
Moser and Judith Davis of “railroad him”. He demanded an accounting of who wanted his
resignation.

Mayor Moser said he would not debate this in a public meeting and Mr. Ford could request a
meeting with the council.

Gary Kuhlmann took Mr. Ford by the shoulder and requested that he sit down, which Mr Ford
did.

Colleen Kuehne said she had heard the Town was going to build a new town hall and said she
wasn’t in favor of it.

Mayor Moser thanked her for her comment.

Rick Kopp said he was upset that the roads in his area did not get the cracks sealed and the
striping redone.

John McNamara asked Trevor Black if the slurry seal that was put down was sufficient to seal
the cracks.

Trevor Black said that the road would always have some cracks and there was no way to
completely get rid of them. He explained the different types of seal coats and said what was
done was sufficient.
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Motion made by Trevor Black to close public comment. Ron Brown seconded the motion.
Vote: Trevor Black-yes, Robert Campbell-yes, Ron Brown-yes, Judith Davis-yes, Mayor
Moser-yes. The motion passed 5/0.

7. Discussion and possible action on scheduling a public hearing on proposed Short Term Rental
ordinance

Motion made by Mayor Moser to schedule a public hearing on May 18", 2017 at 6:00 pm. Ron
Brown seconded the motion. Vote: Trevor Black-yes, Robert Campbell-yes, Ron Brown-yes,
Judith Davis-yes, Mayor Moser-yes. The motion passed 5/0.

8. Discussion and action on Resolution 2017-03, appointing a board member for the mosquito
abatement district

Mayor Moser said they needed to appoint someone to replace Dale Kingsley on the Mosquito
Abatement District. He asked Trevor Black if he would be able to attend the meetings.

Trevor Black said his work schedule would prohibit him from being able to attend.

Mayor Moser then asked Ron Brown, Robert Campbell, and Judith Davis if they would be
willing to serve on the board. They all declined.

Ron Brown asked if a civilian could serve on the board.

Mayor Moser said that Dale Kingsley had been serving on the board since he was a member of
the Town Council, so that is the only reason he was allowed to continue to serve on the board.

Motion made by Mayor Moser to approve Resolution 2017-03, appointing Mayor Moser to the
board of the Mosquito Abatement District. Trevor Black seconded the motion. Vote: Trevor
Black-yes, Robert Campbell-yes, Ron Brown-yes, Judith Davis-yes, Mayor Moser-yes. The
motion passed 5/0.

9. Discussion and possible action on Council Member assignments
Mayor Moser said he would be added to the Mosquito Abatement District and he would be the
direct contact for the fire department. He said Ron Brown could still be the fire department
liaison. No other council assignments were proposed to change.

Robert Campbell asked Mayor Moser if the fire chief already reported directly to the mayor.

Mayor Moser said that is always the way it had always been. He said the mayor is the direct
supervisor to department heads.

Motion made by Mayor Moser to make the proposed changes in assignments. Trevor Black
seconded the motion. Vote: Trevor Black-yes, Robert Campbell-abstain, Ron Brown-no, Judith
Davis-yes, Mayor Moser-yes. The motion passed 3/1 with one abstention.

10. Discussion and possible action on appointing an interim fire chief
Motion made by Mayor Moser to appoint David Zolg, Jr. as the interim fire chief with salary

beginning May 5" at the same rate Louie Ford was paid, with performance reviews every 30
days for the first 90 days. He also added a condition that an employment contract needed to be
